Alfred G, Vanderbilt, Noted Horseman, visiting the Atlanta Show. 
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INFLUENCES GOVERNOR 


The Only Eye-Witness to the 
Killing of Sheriff Ben Keith 
Swears That Keith Did Not 
Give Harper Reason to Know 
He Was the Sheriff. 


John Harper will not hang in Murray 
county today. The gallows was ready 
and the sheriff of Murray county was 
in Atlanta yesterday to conduct his 
prisoner back to the scene of his crime, 
but Governor Brown intervened and 
commuted the sentence to life im- 
prisonment. 

Inspired to take this course by the 
affidavit of Carl Foster, the only eye- 
witness to the tfegedy, Governor 
Brown accepted the view of Chairman 
G. R. Hutchens, of the prison commis- 
sion. and of Justice Holden and Justice 
Evans. of the supreme court. Before 
the case finally reached the chief ex- 
ecutive all three of the above officials 
had held that in view of the statement 
of Foster. the condemned man was not 
legally guiltv of murder. Harper con- 
tended he acted for the protection of 
his life from one about to commit a 
felony upon him. 

Story of the Killing. 

Harper killed Sheriff Ben Keith while 
being pursued for another murder com- 
mitted in Fannin county. Sheriff Keith 
met Harper in a dark road at night, 
and commanded him to throw up his 
hands, and without saying who he was 
or what he wanted. fired on Harper 
and pursued him 200 yards. Harper 
then turned and fired on his pursuer, 
fatally wounding him. 

‘In view of the governor's action, 
Harper wij] spend the remainder of his 
life*in the penitentiary. Should he 
ever be pardoned by any subsequent 
gzovernor. he must face trial for 
original deed in killing a boy in Fan- 
nin county. 

When told of the commutation of his 
sentence to life imprisonment, Harper, 
standing in the shadow of the gallows, 
exclaimed: “Well, it could have been 
worse.” 

Among those who have worked most 
actively in behalf of Harper were his 
attornev. Sam Hewlett, of Atlanta: Mrs. 
W. O. Bailard, of the King’s’ Daugh- 
ters: Miss Smith. of the Second Baptist 
church, and Dave B. McAllister, of the 
Electrical Construction Company. All 
of them testified to Harper's change of 
heart. and said that he had been truly 
converted and would devote the re- 
maining years of his life to better 
deeds. 


Order of the Governor. 


The order of Governor Brown com- 
muting Harper's punishment to life 
imprisonment. follows: 

“In the consideration of this case I 
find that it has been passed upon by 
the supreme court of Georgia twice. 
The first time Judge Beverly D. Evans 
delivered the opinion of the court and 
the second time Judge Horace M. Ho]- 
den delivered the opinion. Ina letter 
written by Judge Evans to the prison 
commission, August 23, 1909, concern- 
ing this case, he says: ‘Il think the 
circumstances attending the trial and 
the facts establishing the homicide will 
warrant a commutation of the sen- 
tence. The state did not produce the 
sole eyewitness after the solicitor gen- 
eral. in his opening address, had said 
he would prove the crime by eyewit- 
This witness refused to dis- 
cuss the case with the deefndant’s at- 
torneys. as developed in the extraord}- 
nary motion for new trial. If his tes- 
timony had been considered by the jury

Dashing Brunette Infatu- 
ated With NewspaperMan 


Mrs. Maude Ridley Under Ar- 
rest at St. Louis for Sending 
Poisoned Candy to Mrs. R. W. 
Lillard---Woman Was Foolish 
About Lillard. 


St. Louis, Mo., October 21.—(Special.) 
Mrs. Maude Ridley, a dashing brunette, 
aged 22, who has resided at the fash- 
ionable Vrooman apartments here since 
her mother removed to her old home in 
Loulsville, Ky., was taken into custody 
this afternoon by Police Captain Gaff- 
ney on a charge of having given pois- 
oned candy to Mrs. Nanette Lillard, wife 
of R. W. Lillard, a reporter for an aft- 
ernoon newspaper here. Lillard is of 
a prominent Bloomington, II1., family, 
and after working for Chicago newspa- 
pers and for Macon and Atlanta, Ga., 
newspapers, came here. 

Captain Gaffney reports that last 
Sunday Mrs. Lillard handed him a box 
of chocolates which, she said, Mrs. Rid- 
ley had given her. Gaffney turned the 
candy over to the city chemist, who an- 
nounced today that the candy was so 
charged with strychnine that one piece 
of it fed to a rabbit killed the rabbit al- 
most instantly. 

Mrs. Lillard, according to the report, 
charges Mrs. Ridley with having come 
to her home and given her the candy 
as a peace offering after she. had asked 
the police to protect her and her family 
from Mrs. Ridley’s infatuation for Mr. 
Lillard. 

When Catpain Gaffney approached 
the Lillard home today to inform them 
of the chemist’s discovery, he saw Mrg. 
Ridley standing on the steps. He fol- 
lowed her to a telephone in a nearby 
pharmacy and arrested her. At the po- 
lice station Lillard said the woman had 
offered him candy for his wife and child 
Several times; that he had kept her at 
a distance since she began annoying him 
last July. x 

Both Lillard and his wife are re- 
ported as saying at the police station 
that they were anxious to prosecute 
Mrs. Ridley, but no warrant was issued, 
and it was said none would be until to- 
morrow, if at all. 

Mrs. Ridley denies’ the charges 
against her, according to Captain Gaff- 
ney. 

In an interview tonight. Mrs. Ridley 
said Lillard had agreed to get a di- 
vorce from his wife and marry her. 
She said that on last Saturday night 
Mr. and Mrs. Lillard and herself met 
together at the Lillard home and dis- 
cussed plans for securing the divorce, 
and that Mrs. Lillard was as willing 
for this to take place as she and her 
“affinity.” 

She accused Mrs. Lillard of concoct- 
ing the story of the attempted murder 
and putting the strychnine into the 
candy herself; that. regretting her bar- 
gain to give up her husband, she might 
get Mrs. Ridley into trouble.

Believing himself to be facing death, 
John Harper. the * convicted Murray 
county murderer, addressed and mail- 
ed a miniature copy of the Holy Bible 
to a member of the par@on board whom 
he thought responsible for the defeat 
of his petition for the commutation of 
his sentence of death. 

Inside the book was fourd an in- 
Scription which freely forgave that 
member for this supposed wrong, and 
the hope was expressed that he might 
live to look upon his less fortunate 
fellows with a more forgiving eye. For 
some time past Harper has been show- 
ing signs of a deep religious fervor,

' Columbus, Ga., October 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-After a spirited debate, the Co- 
lumbus board of trade tonight tabled 
resolution to appoint a committee 
to act in conjunction with the city 
authorities and meet and officially 
welcome President Taft to Columbus 
whén he passes through this city on 
the night of November 3 from Bir- 
mingham to Macon. 

While the president’s stay here will 
only be 10 minutes in duration, W. L. 
Lott, L. H. Chappell and other mem- 
bers of the board thought that even 
a short stop on the part of such a 
distinguished personage should be 
marked by some official reception and 
welcome, and if his visit was not of- 
ficialiy recognized in that manner it} 
would be a “slam on the city.”

So as to Force American Fer- 
tilizer Companies to Pay Mo- 
nopoly Prices. 


Berlin, October 21.—The completion 
of contracts between the German pot- 
ash mines and the American Fertilizer 
Company at prices lower than those of 


the syndicate has ini:uenced the im- 


perial ministry of the interior to pre- 
pare bills for submission to the reich- 
stag with the object of creating a 
government control over the potash in- 
dustry. . The  Jegislation proposed 
would prevent the filling of American 
contracts at prices contracted by the 
Americans, who have placed orders cov- 
ering a greater part of their require- 
ments up to 1917. 


The government is taking this step | 


upon the suggestion, it is understood, 
of the states of Prussia, Anhalt and 
Schwartzburg-Sanderhausen, where the 
potash mines are owned. The mine- 


“owners are supported in their attitude 


by a majority of the syndicate mines, 
which, during the embittered contro- 
versy among themselves over a renewal 
of the syndicate agreement, have lost 
the opportunity of charging American 
buyers about 20 per cent more for 
potash than German buyers pay. 

The legislation in course of prepara- 
tion will provide for government con- 
trol in perpetuity of potash production 
and sale. The government will regu- 
late export prices by placing a tax upon 
potash exported equal to the difference 
between the government schedule and 
the prices as fixed by the mine owners 
when free of government control. 

In order to prevent sales abroad or at 

home at prices below the government 
figures, this legislation would place a 
producing a tax upon potash production 
when it has exceeded the government 
allotment. * 
- df these measures should be adopted, 
America,. which, takes about 60 per 
cent of the potash exported, would be 
Obliged to pay monopoly prices. The 
legislation must be approved by ‘the 
federal council before it is submitted to 
the reichstag.

DIVINE HEALER HEALED MANY, 


HIMSELF HE COULD NOT HEAL 


Hastings, Neb., October 21.—Charles 
M. Schlatter, who claimed to cure ills 


sy divine power, was found dead in a 


room at a local hotel today. He was 
penniless, and unless relatives or 
friends claim the body it will be turned 
over to a medical college. Schlatter 
was widely known, having thousands of 
newspaper clippings describing his vis- 
its to various American cities. He died 
of old age. 

Kansas City, Mo., October 21.—Fran- 
cis Schlatter, as he was known in the 
central west, made his first appearance 
as a healer among the intensely relig- 
ious and superstitious Mexicans of New 
Mexico in July, 1895. 

A Mexican girl, crippled, deformed 
and sickly, had been put aside by her 
family. To the mother of the girl came 
a strange man with a spreading beard, 
long hair and kindly eyes. He offered 
to cure the child, and the next day the 
child was walking upright, cured of her 
affliction. 

At least such was the story that 
spread. Others came to the healer. Dis- 
eases that had baffled the physicians 
appeared to depart under the touch of 


this strange person. Mexicans from 
distant points began coming to him, 
and all departed with the same result. 

Then Americans came seeking his ald. 
His fame ultimately was spread by tel- 
egraph, and he went to Denver. There 
Schlatter began a- fast that lasted for 
forty days. All the while he continued 
to heal. Persons of all- classes gath- 
ered in such numbers that the healer 
was unable to accommodate them in his 
house, and they passed before him 
he stood upon the porch. 

He would lean over and take the 
hand of the patient, while he prayed 
with each one. He also blessed hand- 
kerchiefs, caps and other articles to be 
used as instruments of healing. 

He refused to take money, and gave 
credit for his work to “‘the Father.” 

Later Schlatter was credited with 
having claimed to be the reincarnation 
of Jesus Christ. 

Finally he disappeared for five years, 
and when, In 1892, he suddenly showed 
himself in Chicago, he refused to say 
anything except that in view of the 
many false prohphets who had arigen, 
he had thought it best to drop out of 
sight for a time.

In the registration area of the United 
states during the year 1908, 30.9 qeaths 
out of every 100 deaths of occupled 
males who died between the ages of 
25 and 34 years were caused by tuber- 
culosis of the lungs, or nearly one 
death out of every three. During the 
same period, 41.9 per cent of the book- 
keepers, clerks and copyists, 4.10 per 
cent of the barbers and hair dressers, 
40.9 per cent of the servants, 44.1 per 
cent of the boot and shoe makers, 49.2 
per cent of the compositors, printers 
ang pressmen, 41.2 per cent of the 
tailors and 25.6 per cent of the farm- 
ers who diéd in the registration area 
during 1908 were victims of pulmonary 
tuberculosis.

MISTAKE OF AMERICAN SPINNERS. 


When the proposal was first agitated looking to curtailment of produc- 
tion on the part of American cotton mills, The Constitution pointed out that 
the American spinners would make a mistake if they undertook to follow 
the advice of the foreign manufacturers to cut off production to an extent 
| greater than the natural curtailment resulting from a short crop of, raw 
material. 

For, as we said then, and as accumulating evidence makes more and 
more certain; this season's supply of raw cotton is so far short of the world's 
actual needs that it will be speedily consumed at prices even higher than 
the prevailing market. : 

The mistake the American mills will make, therefore, is to indulge and 
act upon the belief that the price of this year’s cotton is going to drop 
any lower than the present market. 

The position then taken by The Constitution is strongly reinforced as 
the result of the investigations of Editor Richard H, Edmonds, of The Man- 
ufacturers’ Record, who reaches the conclusion that the foreign spinners see 
clearly the “lay of the land,” and are diligently getting into their warehouses 
all the cotton possible before the price goes still higher. 

In a remarkably clear analysis of the situation, Mr. Edmonds finds that 
the foreign spinner is playing, or endeavoring to play, the American spinner 
for a “sucker.” 3 

It Is not to be credited that this sort of game can be kept up fof any 
length of time without the situation becoming clearly apparent to the Amer- 
ican manufacturers. 

But, in the meantime, the price of cotton is advancing from day to day, 
ciimbing gradually from 12 cents, where it stood at the beginning of the 
season, toward 15 cents—and perhaps higher—where it is surely going as 
the season advances. 

At an advance of practically 35 per cent the world is doubling its con- 
sumption of pig iron, as Mr. Edmonds points out. What reason can possibly 
exist for its failure to consume a cotton crop naturally reduced 15 to 20 
per cent below a normal crop, at a similar or slightly smaller advance? 

Discussing the situation, Mr. Edmonds pointedly says: 


As a matter of fact, the present price of cotton is not unduly high. 
It is not, in fact, even at present figures, yielding to the farmers the 
profit which should be won out of this, nature’s greatest monopoly. 
Considering the increased cost of production and the increased cost of 
living, it is doubtful whether 13-cent cotton is giving better net results 
to the producer than 8 or 9-cent cotton would have done seven or eight 
years ago. To assume that the world will not consume this entire 
crop, even if it sold at 15 cents a pound, is absurd to any man who is 
thoroughly familiar with the world’s business conditions, and who rec- 
ognizes that, until an article reaches a practically prohibitory price, 
consumption is not materially lessened by what, under other conditions, 
might have been regarded as a high price. 


This is precisely the position taken by The Constitution in urging that 
the American spinners should not make the mistake of extensively curtail- 
ing their output in the vain hope of forcing down the price of the raw 
material. 

With conditions as they are, it simply cannot be done. 

The market has shown no slightest inclination to respond to the move- 
ment of.the mills, nor will it. 

On the other hand, the tendency of the market has continued upward, 
despite the announcement of a curtailing policy on the part of the manu- 
facturers. 

It is a safe conclusion that the foreign spinners are not going to be left 
at the post; they will look out for themselves, and it devolves upon the 
American industry to do the same thing. 

And the only thing for them to do is to make their plans upon the fact 
rather than theory, that the price of the raw material is going to continue 
upward instead of taking the other direction.

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FARM TRAINING AS A DEVELOPER. 


It is the dollars-and-cents side of agricultural training that counts now- 
adays. 

That fact is demonstrated in the details of the announcement of a na- 
tional agricultural system by President Barrett, of the Farmers’ Union, as 
well as in a letter to Mr. Barrett, in which a prominent business house ot 
Atlanta subscribes $1,000 to his plan. 

This firm, whose business brings it in close touch with the southern 
farmer, thus explains its motives in contributing to a plan for the better 


education of the producer in this section: 


We don’t look on this as a donation or a gift, but as an investment. 
In our line of business we find that the better and higher the farmer is 
educated along agricultural lines, the better customer he is for any firm 
handling high-grede stock. Further, the better educated he is along 
agricultural] lines, the larger and better quality his crops, which, in turn, 
gives iim more money to spend for what he needs and ought to have 
With all due respect for our friends on the Pacific coast and the won- 
derful development of that section through intelligent agricultural 
effort, we can do twice as much in our section with half’ the capita) 
they can here. 


This attitude precisely sustains the contention of The Constitution, that 
this section offers infinitely greater dividends in return for scientific 
farming than any other portion of the United States. 

For instance, the native soils of Georgia andthe climate of Georgia 
offer as .great a variety and as fertile opportunities as any of the west- 
ern states. 

The far-southern portion of the state to a great degree approximateg the 
climatic conditiong of southern California, while the middle and northern 
portions offer advantages from an agricultural standpoint which can never 
be duplicated by the Pacific slope. 

It is imperatively essential, however, that the men who make a busi- 
ness of farming in Georgia be given the exact, detailed training necessary 
to getting the best results from the soil. : 

Money spent in this direction is, as Mr. Barrett’s correspondent states, 
not a gift or a donation, but a, plain matter-of-fact investment. 

The man who is skilled in selection of soils and seed, who understands 
systematic rotation of crops, who is converted to diversified farming and 
who is taught economy in farm operation, is four times as valuable an asset 
to the state as the man content to struggle along in tre haphazard course ot 
his forefathers. 

Farm training is, therefore, a high-class developing agent. It will not 
only add to the producing power of the state; but it will, as well, aid us in 
turning southward and Georgiaward the better class of farmers now going to 
the western states and to Canada. 
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WILL THE CANAL PAY? 


From a strategie standpuint, as well as that of its value to the commerce 
and commercial prestige of the United States, the construction of the Pan- 
ama canal unas long been regarded as an essential desideratum. It is work 
that, no matter what its cost, must be done. If it had not come now, 
the work could have been delayed but a few more years at most. 

While, therefore, it is more or less of secondary importance, the ques- 
tion as to whether or not it will ‘become a financial success is one of wide- 
spread concern and interest. 

Already $210,000,000 have been appropriated for construction and other 
expenses, and, according to Chief Engineer Goethals, the entire cost will 
approximate $375,000,000. Possibly it will be nearest $400,000,000 by the 
time the canal approaches completion. 

If the canal is to be operated as a going concern, it must pay interest 
on this tremendous cost, in addition to the expenses of maintenance. For- 
tunately, the government is able to get the money at an extremely low rate 
of interest; the Panama bonds have been floated at 2 per cent. 

But to make it self-sustaining, this means the canal must earn annually 
$8,000,000 to meet interest charges alone, and enough more to pay for its 
edequate p.otection and maintenance. How much this will require it is 
now difficult to estimate, but it ts safe to state that it will take severa! 
million dollars more to meet these annual expenses. . 

Estimates of annual tonnage through the Panama canal figure around 
5,000,000 tons. Some put it at considerably less; few are so sgangtine as 
to think it will be more. Upon this a rate must be charged which w'll 
make it profitable for the commercial vessel to take t.e canal route rataer 
than go “around the Horn.” 

The Suez canal rate is $1.80 per ton, and should that be the rate fixed 
for the Panama canal, it would earn gross, on a ~hasis of 5,000,000 tons, 
$9,000,000 annually, leaving only $1,000,000 to pay the expenses of protec- 
tion and maintenance, a sum which, undoubtedly, the government woulda 
have to supplement by appropriation. 

One reason why the tonnage estimates are no higher is the fact, it 
is said, that for sailing vessels the canal will be practically useless on 
account of the difficulty of approach through the “doldrums” or persistent 
calms about the isthmus. This could be overcome by the use of tugs, but 
it is a question whether, with the expense involved, it wuuld prove »rac- 
tical. 

In any event, if the foregoing figures are approximated when the cana) 
is opened for traffic, it might even then be regardea as a good ousiness 
proposition. 

Certainly it is of tremendous value to the government as a strategic 
defensive factor, and any appropriations necessary to make good its deficit 
from operations could easily be justified upon that ground.

IOWA ADJUSTS COUNTRY SCHOOLS | 


Private Car Southern States Super- 
intendents of Education, Clarinda, 
Iowa, October 18.—(Special. Corre- 
spendence.)—The first day of real 
work was spent in the rural schools 
of Page county, under the guidance 
of Miss Jessie Field, county superin- 
tendent of edycation, and held to be 
in charge of the most remarkable de- 
velopment of the effort to adjust the 
country schools to the needs of the 
people. Iowa being a corn state, the 
tendency has been to bring this prod- 
uct to the front, so that every day is 
finding the children better acquainted 
with it and more etnhusiastic in its 
growth. 

Miss Field is a remarkable woman. 
She was elected to the position she 
holds while out of the state, or it 
amounted to that. 
lay in the republican county organiza- 
tion, which gave her the nomination 
while she was teaching in Montana, 
and over one other woman and two 
men. This was in 1905, since which 
time she has not only had the nom- 
ination of the dominant party, but 
the indorsement of the democrats. 
She has made a life study of practi- 
cal education, and particularly that 
which would be to the interest of the 
farmers of the county. With the in- 
terest in corn, her efforts have nat- 
urally tended to work in this grain. 

To Get Practical Results. 

To bring about practical results 
here boys’ corn clubs have been  or- 
ganized, running this year to 250. Last 
year from 150 boys 20 were selected 
to go into the county contest, and 
from these three were chosen for the 
merit of their corn raisings. These 
are given, as a reward, a short course 
in agriculture at the State Agricul- 
tural school at Ames, and become the 
members for the county in the boys’ 
corn judging contests of the state, for 
which there is a trophy of $100. Boys 
of Page county have taken prizes at 
all contests. Indicating the great in- 
terest in the work, the two leading 
boys in the contest last time wrote 
Miss Fields that they thought farming 
the greatest work in the world, and 
they wanted to keep at it. 

Miss Fields began this work some 
time ago in a meeting with ten of the 
teachers of the county, at which’P. G. 
Holden, expert of the Agricultural 
school, attended. A day was spent in 
the discussion, it being agreed that 
corn was the most important, and 
corn testing was set apart as the first 
thing to be taken up. All of the 
teachers took it up, and at the next 
institute the reports showed that the 
interest was intense, spreading in a

The work for corn culture has had 
the effect of stimulating the entire 
school life of the county, Miss Field 
Says that the interest of the children 
in this class of service has enthused 
them on every other line of study until 
it is a fact that wherever the study 
of farm work of this kind is best the 
studies along all the literary lines are 
best. The plan of putting a boy to 
work on something he knows about 
and can appreciate has inspired him to 
excellence in all other lines. 

While the work among the girls is, 
not what Miss Field hopes to bring 
it up to, there is a great deal of tn- 
terest in manual training that the 
girls‘ have part in. However, here, as 
well as In corn culture, the boys are 
leading. Lessons in this sort of study 
are made a prize to be contended for. 
The members of a school are given 
stars for promptness and when ten of 
these are secured they give a quarter 
holiday for manual training. When 
asked why it was made a reward, Miss 
Field indicated her good judgment by 
saying that it worked better that way, 
not only making the service _— of 
more value in the eyes ef th child, 
but an incentive to prompt attendance 
upon the schools. 

Practical Showings. 

At the schools visited there were 
showings of practical work. At one 
boys experimented with solis, filus- 
trating the effect upon them by the 
rains. At another a girl and a boy 
made a chemical test for butter fat 
in milk, and at a third half @ dozen 
boys showed skill in various lines of 
work. There ‘were examples of many 
lines of regular school work, but the 
party was interested in the main with 
the agricultural and manual arts suc- 
cesses. 

All of the school houses are neat, 
well built and with handsome grounds. 
Prizes are given for condition of 
grounds. At one place, where the 
building is very fine, it was reported 
that the plans were drawn by an old 
farmer, who was present. He is said 
to have been told by the architect that 
it could not be built, and the story is 
further told that the old fellow stood 
over the architect with a club until 
he did draw the plans as he had made 
them with a pencil. 

Another man said: “We want our 
children in school to have as good 
houses as they have at home.” Another 
fellow, seeing the experiments in milk 
test made by. the boy and igri, re- 
marked that that boy had better mind 
or he would be a superintendent of a 
farm the way he was going. This is 
the keynote of the whole idea, making 
places on the farm that the children on 
the farms can fill and in the filling of 
which there will be profit enough to 
keep them in the country.

HEALTH OF MILL OPERATIVES 
IS AN ASSET FOR FACTORIES 


Raleigh, N. C., October 21.—(Special.) 
CalHng attention to one of the most 
important phases in southern industry 
and economics, D. S, Winslow, of Clin- 
ton, . C., delivered a forceful address 


upon health measures for mill opera- 
tives before the Textile Association, 
which has just met here. 

Taking the position that the south- 
ern mills were wide-awake in this re- 
gard, Mr. Winslow said: 

“The health of the operatives in @ 
cotton mill, to a certain extent is in 
the hands of the officials. While much 
depends on the operatives them- 
selves, it may be stated with truth 
that cotton mills are being built with 
the health of the operatives much in 
mind. This is especially noticeable 
in the high ceilings and tall windows, 
the latter supplied with transoms, to 
permit the impure air, as it rises, to 
pass out, and the pure air from out- 
side to come in, thus reducing the dan- 
ger from draft or exposure to the 
employee to a minimum. 


Keep Floors Clean, 


“Careful attention ig given to keep- 
ing the floors clean, to maintaining 
comparative freddom from dust, to 
the providing of a plentiful supply of 
pure water for drinking purposes, and 
regard is also being had to the mat- 
ter of persona] cleanliness. With the 
latter end in view, water closets are 
coming in for a marked share of at- 
tention. Closets should have ag little 
woodwork as possible. Enclosed bowls 
are dust and filth collectors, hence dis- 
ease breeders. Open plumbing should 
be the rule. The floors anfi lower 
walls should be of cement or tile, 
with sufficient pitch to the floor to 
allow for complete drainage. Closet 
bowls and urinals should be of porce- 
lain, iron or earthenware, and in ad- 
dition to disinfectants, a hose should 
be provided for the flushing or wash- 
ing of the interior daily. 

“Spitting on thejfioor is and should 
be promptly condemned. The spitting 
habit is filthy, dangerous and a dis- 
tinct menace to health It is known 
that this is especially true as related 
to tuberculosis. The dried sputum, 
in the form of dust, is inhaled, be- 
comes embedded in and breaks down 
the delicate lung tissues, anid the mis- 
chief is done. In time we shall doubt- 
less discover that catarrhal and sim- 
ilar troubles are readily traceable to 
this mischievous spitting habit. The 
mill official owes it a duty to himself 
and to the operatives to set the seal 
of his emphatic disapproval upon this

Tenant Houses. 


“We face a different and rather dif- 
ficult problem when we come to con- 
sider the mill tenant houses. As a 
rule they are not so located as to allow 
for connection with a suitable system 
of sewerage, and as a result danger 
arises by reason of careless acts of the 
operatives themselves. For instance, 
the throwing of dish water and refuse 
from the back door. Too much reli- 


ance is placed upon the absorptive qual- 
ities of the sojl, and too little attention 
is paid to the het sun and the result- 
ant changes that follow in thé messes 
at the back door. In our opinion this 
ccnstitutes a distinct menace to the 
health of the operatives. It ts certainty 
true that typhoid fever and kindred dis- 
eases is traceable to improper drainage 
and carelessness on the part of the keep- 
ers of the house. All refuse from the table 
and kitchen not suitable for burning 
should be kept in a-receptaclie made 
for that purpose, and at suitable inter- 
vals taken away and cared for. Disn 
water, wash water and all other fluids 
should be desposited or cared for In 
such way that ¢econtamination of the 
water supply for the household is made 
impossible. 


Outhouses a Menace. 


“Outhouses are a distinct menace to 
health unless properly looked after. 
Wood ashes, collected in iron vessels 
and scattered around and under such 
places will be found of value, and the 
same is true of the ordinary disinfec- 
tants. 

“Personal advice and careful Iinsist- 
ence upon the observation of the laws 
of health, both in and out of the house, 
count for much, and visits for persona! 
inspection at intervals will also be 
found of value in the maintaining of 
good health on the part of the opera- 
tives. 

“Good health among the operatives 
is an asset of value to the manufac- 
turer. It means more and better work. 
The knowledge of this fact explains 
the increasing oversight of the opera- 
tive both in and out of the mill. -His 
physical, moral and spiritual heaith are 
being considered so carefully today that 
the old-twme prejudice against employ- 
ment in the mill its fading from th» 
public mind. The cotton mii! as a 
place for employment has passed the 
stage of experiment and has outlived 
the spirit of prejudice so manifest 1 
other days. The cotton mill is now 
Known to be one of the healthiest 
places of employment in the land.” 


Health ef Millis. 


Supporting this contention, Mr. 
Winslow read the following extract 
from a letter of Dr. C. W. Stiles, on 
the Marine hospital service. 

“I do not hesitate to repeat a statea- 
ment which I have often made'‘in pri- 
vate conversation and in public, viz: 
I have a daughter ten years old; 1 
think as much of that daughter as any 
other father in this country thinks of 
his child. If I had to choose between 
putting that girl to work in the spin- 
ning room of the average cotton mil! 
and putting her to live on the average 
one-horse tenant farm of the south, 1 
should be compelled tn justice t6 the 
child’s heaith to send her to the cotton 
mill, and I should feel assured that by 
so doing I would give her a chance to 
see her twenty-firat birthday. 

“This does not mean that I am an 
expohent of child labor as an abstract 
proposition, but rather that I look upon 
child labor in the south as the less of 
the two evils, and given the presene 
mediaeval conditions existing on the 
one-horse tenant farms, I view child- 
labor as an actual blessing compared 
with the child misery which is found 
more particularly in the sand lands and 
in the Appalachian regions.”

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CROSSES OF HONOR 
CAUSE BIG DEBATE 


Miss Alice Baxter Takes 
Important Part. 


In Proceedings of Convention 
of Daughters at Houston. 
Wants to Broaden Lines for 
Awarding the Crosses. 


— 


Houston, Texas, October 21.—Crosses 
ef Honor for the living veterans of the 
confederacy; monuments for the dead— 
such was the sentiment expressed and 
voted most emphatically today by the 
United Daughters of the Confederacy 


in the third day’s session of their na- 


tional general convention. The strife 


that developed over this question de- 
veloped to be the greatest so far of 
the convention, and may be second 
only to the election of the general offi- 
cers, which takes place tomorrow, and 
which will be the final act of the con- 


vention. 
Miss Baxter's Purpose. 

The question of award of Crosses of 
Honor was precipitated by a motion 
submitted by Miss ‘Alice Baxter, of 
Georgia, who sought to have the lines 
broadened, which pPrould give crosses 
to the lineal descendants of the vet- 
erans and to the relatives of those who 
tel? on the field of battle. A motion 
was made by Mrs. Hattie Reynolds, of 
Kentucky, to provide crosses for cot- 
lateral descendants of veterans, but 
this, too, was voted‘*down in the tight- 
ening of the lines which will furnish 
Crosses of Honor only to those of the 
grizzled veterans who have gone 
through the shock of battle. 

Other than the settling of the vexing 
questions of the Crosses of Honor, the 
report by Mrs. L. Eustace Williams, of 
Kentucky, the treasurer general, was 4 
feature of the day’s session. In the 
routine sessions the reading of state 
reports were resumed, and continued 
until late in the day, interrupted only 
by the debate over the Crosses of Hon- 
er. 

Elect Officers Today. 

The climax of the convention will 
come tomorrow when the election of 
the general officers will be held and 
the selection of the next convention 
city. Slate makers are keeping in the 
dark as to the possible candidates, but 
it is said around the convention hall 
that Mrs. I. W. Faison, of North Caro- 
lina, and Mrs. Virginia McSherry, of 
West Virginia, are looming formid- 
able for the president general’s chai. 

The fight for the next convention 
city has narrowed down to Richmond, 
Va., and Little Rock. Ark., with sentl- 
ment much in favor of the Virginia 
city. Memphis will make a determinee 
stand when the matter is finally placed 
on the floor of the convention.

PELLAGRA TALK 
AT CONVENTION 


Students of Baffling Dis- 
ease Meet Next Month. 


Dr. Roy Harris, of Georgia, 
Will Address the Convention 
to Be Held at Columbia, S. C., 
on November 3-4. 


Columbia, S. C., October 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Among the important papers to 
be read upon the subject of pellagra 
at the convention to be held here on 
November 4 and 5, will be one by Dr. 
H. F. (Roy) Harris, secretary of the 
State Board of Health of Georgia. 

Dr. Harris was one of the earliest 
students of the disease in the United 
States. He and Dr. G. H. Searcy, or 
Alabama, are ploneers of this country 
in the discovery and identification of 
this mysterious malady. Dr. Searcy 
discovered the disease in epidemic form 
in the state hospital for the colored 
insane in Mount Vernon, Ala. and in 
1897 addressed the Alabama Medical 
Society on the subject, 

Among the leaders in the promotion 
of the conference to meet here next 
month are Doctors J. W. Babctck and 
J. J. Watson, of this city. Dr. Babcock 
is superintendent of the state asylum 
here, and in company with Dr. C. H. 
Lavinder, of the public health and 
marine hospital service, has been con- 
ducting a series of investigations. 

Dr. Babcock and Dr. Watson last 
year spent some months with Lombroso 
in Turin, and afterwards made thor- 
ough investigations among the pella- 
gsrims of Spain and Italy. The degree 
of interest taken in the conference is 
indicated by the fact that practically 
all the state health and sanitation offi- 
cers of Minnesota, for instance, will be 
here. 

One of the chief papers will be that 
of Dr. A. Marie, of Paris, pupil of the 
chief student of pellagra, the late 
Caesare Lombroso, of Turin. Dr. 
Marie's Book on pellagra has been 
translated by Dr. J. W. Babcock and 
Dr. C. H. Lavinder, and will come from 
the press in a few days. 

Other speakers will include Assistant 
Surgeon General Kerr, Passed Assistant 
Surgeon Lavinder and other public 
health and marine hospital service men, 
Dean Isadore Dyer, of the medical de- 
partment of Tulane university, New 
Orleans; Dr. George F. Gaumer, of Iza- 
mil, Yucatan; Director Williams, of the 
asylum, Kingston, Jamaica; Dr. J. W. 
Mobley, of the Georgia state asylum, 
Milledgeville; Dr. C. C. Bass, of New 
Orleans; Dr. H. P. Cole, of Mobile; Dr. 
J. F. Brown, of Fairview, N. C.

which caused the four foam-flecked en- 
tries attached to the coach to send that 
vehicle spinning about the tan-bark 
ring until the wheel spokes glittered in 
the light like a pin wheel aflame. 

Round and round the charmed circle

Charleston, S. C., October 21.—Dr. G. 
C. Bigham, of Florence county, and W. 
B. Avant, of Geortown county, were 
placed on trial at Georgetown, S. C., 
today, charged with killing the young 
wife of Dr. Bigham, at Murrell’s Inlet, 
a summer resort on the coast not far 
from Georgetown, an hour after sun- 
down on September 4. At the time of 
the tragedy, Avance admitted that he 
had fired the fatal shot. 

Mrs. Bigham was walking toward 
the beach, dressed in her bathing suit, 
with a light overcoat thrown about 
her, when Avant, a close friend of her 
husband, fired.

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KOCA-NOLA CO, 
IS FOUND GUILTY 


Adulterating and = Mis- 
branding Its Syrups Is_ ; 
the Charge. 


The Koca-Nola Company was found 
guilty of adulterating and misbrand- 
ing its syrups on two separate indict- 
ments yesterday in the United States 
court. The jury returned a _ verdict 
shortly before noon and the sentence 
will be imposed by Judge Newman to- 
day. The company is liable to a fine 
not exceeding $200 in each case. 

The indictment was the result of an 
examination of .two shipments of the 
Koca-Nola syrup, made to Inspector 
Farnshaw at Washington and Inspector 
Fuller at New rleans. The syrup 
was examined.and analyzed by Dr. L.|, 
F. Kebler. who testified that the pack- 
ages contained cocaine enough to cause 
one glass to hold about one-two hun- 
dredths of a grain. The violation of 
the pure food law lay in the fact that 
cocaine and its derivatives were used 
in what was supposed to be a food 
and that such was not stated on the 
label.

AMERICAN BORROWERS 
AND BANK OF ENGLAND 


Closing | Stock Market Affected by An- 


other Rise in the Bank Rate. 


New York, October 21.—The atten- 
tion of the financial world was focused 
on the Bank of England today again 
by a third weekly advance in the offi- 
cial rate of discount, a full 1 per cent 
to 56 per cent. On October 7 the rate 
was put at 3 per cent, after having 
stood at 2% per cent since the ist of 
April. Today’s 6 per cent rate, there- 
fore, represents a rise of 2% per cent, 
doubling the bank rate in two weeks. 
Such drastic action is rare except in 
panic times and must be accepted as 
indication of extraordinary conditions. 
On October 31, 1907, the rate was raised 
to 5% per cent from 4% per cent, in 
response to the banking panic which 
had broken out in New York. On No- 
vember 4, following, the rate went toe 
6 per cent, and on November 7 to j 
per cent as a result of the deman 
from New York for rescue purposes. A 
closer parallel to the present situation 
will be seen in the occurrences of the 
fall of 1906, when the bank raised its 
rate to 4 per cent, September 13 to 
56 per cent, on October 11:and to 6 
per cent on October 19. The protec- 
tive measures in that case were direct- 
ed against the New York ‘borrowing 
and the raid on London’s gold supply, 
which was pushed through the medium 
of American finance bills floated in 
London. The huge borrowing on the 
part of New York at that time was 
connected directly with the furious 
speculation going on in the New York 
stock market. That the present ac- 
tion of the Bank of England is di- 
rected in part against New York's 
speculative borrowers is affirmed in 
news advices from London and is indi- 
cated also by the heavy sélling of 
American securities for London ac- 
count, which is forced by the meas- 
ures of the English banks. These were 
again in heavy volume today and were 
attributed to the closing out of loans 
in London in which these stocks fig- 
ured as collateral. United States Steel 
was the most notably affected by this 
cause, although none of the stocks 
which have figured recently in the ac- 
tive speculation were entirely exempt 
from this pressure. It ig obvious, 
however, that besides the influence on 
the London banking position, there are 
other forces at work towards deple- 
tion on their supplies. Although the 
Bank of England secured the new s8up- 
plies of gold in London on Monday and 
had made its rate effective in the pri- 
vate discount rate, gold continués to 
go out to other points and apparently 
Berlin threatens further large with- 
drawals. Even today’s rise in the 
bank rate was greeted by a sharp drop 


in the Berlin exchange on London, al-: 


though all other exchanges, including 
our own, moved ‘strongly in favor of 
London. In New York the advance in 
sterling exchange was so violent as 
to give rise to calculations of the pos- 
sibility of gold exports within a short 
time. The paying off of New York 
obligations to the London money mar- 
ket must have gone on at a lively rate, 
to judge from the active demand for 
cable transfers and sight drafts on 
London. What effect this may have 
on the loan account of American banks 
is the subject of principal interest 
here. The violent reduction in the 
New York loan account, which has 
been going on since the tst of October, 
was supposed to be accomplished, 
largely by the transfer of obligations 
to other money markets, especially 
London, as the securities market gave 
no sign of a liquidation sufficient <0 
cover the enormous repayments to the 
New York: danks.. The New York 
money market did not ghare in the 
sensational activity of foreign money 
markets today, the cal] loan rate hold- 
per cent = Rh maximum 
nd vielding to below that. 
ae recovery in the stock market 
was encouraged by the tranquil tone 
of the local mqney market. There was 
evidence also of the requirement from 
an uncovered short interest in stocks 
left from the operations in anticipa- 
tion of the advance in the English 
bank rate. In United States Steel 
especially there were signs of an ag- 
gressive turn against the short in- 
terest. The vigorous strength shown 
by Wabash preferred, even in face of 
the early weakness of the market, 
made it the subject of conjecture as to 
its participation in another ralilroad 
deal. The covering movement by the 
shorts made the closing tone strong. 
Ronds were steady. Total sales, par 
value, $2,762,000.
